Chuck Wiggins, the Hoosier cham- 


pion 
light-heavyweight, 
won 
the 


heavyweight championship of Aus- 
tralia when he met and defeated Al- 
bert Lloyd Jn 20 roands, last De- 
c-ember at Rushcntter's Bay, Sydney- 


Owing to the fact that Wiggins 


did not remain. In 
the 
Common* 


wealth for six taonths, he can not 
lay claim t« the title of Australian 
i'hampion, despite the fact that upon 
the occasion of their second meet- 
ing, January 14, Tie 
knocked 
out 


Lloyd in IS rounds. 


Wiggins' Invasion ot Australia has 


been one success after another. Hl» 
debut was with George Cook, who 
claimed the title from Lloyd, 
and 


giving Cook many pounds. Wiggins 
won the decision in 20 rounds. 


Then he knocked out Fred Kay, 


•who made a practice of defeating 
welters, mlddlewelghts and heavy- 
weights. Kay's unorthodox style was 
expected to 
bother 
Wiggins, but 


the big blonde turned 
and 
boxed 


right hand in front and stopped Kay 
in 11 rounds. 


Next he met Albert Lloyd, heavy- 


weight champion. After the fourth, 
when 
Wiggins 
opened up, Lloyd 


jiever had a look in. He managed, 
by a great rally to earn a shade 
in 


the 13th, but from then on he was 
a target for the American streak. 
Lloyd's right is famous, but the only 
effect it had when landed flush on j 
Wiggins' 5aw was 
to make Chuck 


tear in and punish him more severe- 
ly. At the end of 20 rounds Referee 
Joe Wallis unhesitatingly held aloft 
Wiggins' hand and there wasn't 
a 


murmur. 


On New Year's day Wiggins added 


his fourth victim to his list, knock- 


ing out Tom O'Malley in 12 round*. 


O'Malley, with 
a record 
of 
25 


knockouts in his last 40 fights, never 
had a chance with Wiggins, who 
boxed him with t>oth hands 
and 


made fclm look foolish. When Chuck 
cut loose the Australian was lost. 
Every one of the 
11 rounds was 


Wiggins', by a big margin. 


Wiggins' last fight in Australia 


was his second with Albert 
Lloyd 


and this time the victory over 
the 


ex-champion was more decisive, he 
being knocked out in 16 rounds. 


When Wiggins left 
the 
United 


States H6 weighed 161 pounds. He 
now weighs 170 and is not 21 yean 
of age. He has the frame to carry 
185 pounds, and once he scales this 
should be ready for any man in the 
world. 


Tom Andrews, who took Wiggins 


to Australia, 
says that bouts with 


Mike Gibbons, Battling 
Levinsky, 


Bill Brennan, Roy McCormick, Cap- 
tain Roper and Georges Carpentier, 
if the latter will agree to box any- 
one before lie meets Dempsey, are 
In view for Wiggins, whose improve- 
ment since he left the United, States 
for the Antipodes has been sensa- 
tional.
